The Marquis de Bay having 
taken the Field with a Body of 14000 Men and 
Artillery and Ammunition neceffary, is encamp’d at 
Botos between Badajox and Albuquerque: Upon 
which the Portugucfe have reinforced the Garrifons 
of Albuquerque, Valencia d’Alcantara, and Campo- 
Mayor. Tha Chevalier d’ Hasfelr is witha Body 
of Troops in the Kingdom of Valencia. The Gar- 
rifon of Alicant are in want of Provifions. 

Paris, May 26. Lecters from Perpignan of the 
Joftenr, relare, the Duke de Noailles 
went the 7th to Boulou, where his Army was drawn 
together ; that ae pafs’d the Mountains che gth ; 
and the e»camp’d at Pigvieres in the Lam 
pourden. Prince tleary of Darmftad bad been fume 
Days ac Girone, had drawn together about 2ec0 
Horfs, and kept with them in the Neighbourhood of 
thar Place. They wrice from Lerida the isth, char 
the Ouke of Orleans tet ouc from Saragoffa the 71 
anc Jay at Pina, the Scu at Bugalaros, che 9th at 
Candafnos, and che 1och at Fraga) He met in his 
Way ro Cannon for Bauery, 12 {pare Carriages, 
and 8 Mercars, which were to pals tbe Ebro at 
Calpe. The :och lis Royal Highnefs went to Me- 
quinenza, to view the Bridge which he had caus’d 
to de built onthe Cinea. HH remra’d to Fraga at 
io a Clock at Night; ftaid there the 11th; and the 
12th wenc to Lerida, with the Count de Befons 
and fomeoke Officers.

Letters from Geneva of the 18:h of May, ad- 
vife,that the Duke of Savoy had caus’d 15000 Men 
fo march towards Suz; and that the Count de 
Medavi was gone Poft for Grenoble, on intelligence 
that thofe Troops had invefted the Fort of Exiles. 
Thefe Letters add, that the Inhebitants of Dau- 
Phine conceal'd their Mules, hecanfe the Purveyors 
of the French Army being order'd to buy up 600, 
Pretended to pay for them one half in Money the 
oher in Bills on the Tresfurers: Herevpon Orders 
Were iffued for allsheParifies to furnith Waggons and 
Males in Proportion to their Extent of Ground. Let- 
ters from ééarfeitles of the 1th, fay a Confpiracy 
againi the prefent Government of Sicily, bad been 
difcover'd in Syracufe, Augufta, anc Leontini, Places 
of that ; and that the principal Confpirators 
Were f-cur'a, Tis faid to be defiga’d, tbat Sir John 
Leake fhaii 2000 Men on the Ifland of Sardinia, 
when he is in the Medicerranean.

That Marfhal having teceiv’d 
his Inftructions and been affur’d thar Funds are pro- 
vided for his Campaign, feems in no hafte to be gone 
to his Army: He argues, that the Snows do fill 
cover the Mountains, that “tis not poflible to take 
the Field before they are melted, nor then immedi- 
ately becaule of the Floods they caufe; and that 
therefore he can take his own Time, forefceing the 
Duke of Savoy cannot be too quick for bim. The 
Duke of Orleans has written to che King, that he 
was perfely fatised with bis Troops, and that he 
would march towards Balaguer, to poflefs himfelf 
of a Defile that maintains the Commurication be- 
tween Tortofa and Tarragona ; and that done, be
